Continued Steady Ipcrease in East- 
Bound Freight Shipments—Expecta- 
tion that There Will Be aGood Busi- 
neses-This Winter. 

The officials of the Eastern roads feel 


greatly elated ever the continued increase in- 


east-bound freight business, The east-bound 
shipments of flour, grain, and provisions by 
the various railroad lines during the last 
week amounted to 40,904 tons, against 
87,48 tons for the week previous 
an increase of 43,451 tons. There 
has been a steady increase in business since 
the beginning of August. For the week 
ending Aug. 11 the total shipments of flour, 
grain, and provisions east from this city were 
but 26,808 tons; for the week ending Aug. 18, 
29,176 tons; for the week ending Aug. 25, 
35,465 tons; for the week ending Sept. 1 

$7,543 tons; and for the week ending Sept, 8, 
40,904 tons. This makes an increase since Aug. 
II of 14,186 tons. While itis quite probable 
that the alleged cutting of east-bound rates 
during the last five weeks has had something 
to do with the increase in shipments, yet the 
principal cause is due to the improved pros- 
pects for a big corn crop and the disposition 
of producers to ship their old stock. 
The new small- Krain has also been 
coming forward quite freely. Un- 
less some accident yet happens to the 
growing corn crop, the railroads are sure of 
a large tall and winter business. It will 
take, however, about two weeks more of 
fair weather to insure a good crop in the 
great corn-producing States of Illinois, 
Iowa, and Indiana. The weather was very 
favorable until last Friday, when a cold 
north wind set in with a drizzling, chilly 
rain. The weather has since cleared up, but 
it still continues unusually cold, and great 
fears of a severe frost entertained. If 
such frost occurs damage will un- 
doubdtedly be done to the corn crops in Lili- 
nois, Iowa, Indiana, and Wisconsin, and the 
heavy movement of old corn and new grain 
will receive a severe check, as in such an 
event the markets wouid go up and pro- 
ducers would not be so anxious to dispose of 
their products now.. 

It is this fear of an accident to the corn 
crop no doubt that prevented the Joint Ex- 
ecutive Committee at its meeting in New 
York from tak any action regard the 
reorganization of the pool. So long as re 
is no positive assurance that there will be a 
heavy business this fall and winter the East- 
ern magnates are not anxious to make ar- 
rangements for the n of the new 

in the pool. They prefer to wait and 
see which way the cat will jump before 
allow the new lines such percentages of 
the business as they demand. If it becomes 
certain that business will be so heavy as to 
keep all the roads busy, the old tru lines 


‘+ can afford to allow the new roads, in the in- 


terest of peace and to secure the maintenance 


of profitable rates, larger percentages than 


they would be willing to allow if the pros- 
pects indicated a light business. As far as 
can be learned, the only thing accomplished 


at the New York meeting was to reaffirm the 


old agreement and to pledge all the roads 
anew to maintain tariff rates. As it has 
been impossible, however, in spite of all 
possible safeguards, to maintain rates here- 
tofore, it is hardly to be presumed that the 
railroad officials will be more honest here- 
after. So long as the new roads are not 
members of the pool rate-cutting will be 
practiced, as those 
mined to make as good a shon 
ing as possible in order to secure large 
percentages when they become members 
of the pool. And if it is found that the new 
lines are cutting rates, or even if it should 
only be surmised that they are doing sv, the 
old | lines will be very apt to make con- 
ous to shippers also.

THE TRADE OUTLOOK. 

‘Tur Tripune has already taken occasion 
to note the better feeling that has taken 
hold of the business community during the 
last few weeks and the growing confidence 
in a good fall trade. That this thought is 
not altogether the offspring of desire is at- 
tested by the report of the Chicago clearings 
of the last week. They exceed by 30 per cent 
the clearings of the preceding week, and are 


the largest of any week since that ending 
July 7—more than two months ago. If it 


be taken into account that the week ending 
July 7 included the Board of Trade settle- 
ments of the ist ot that month while the 
week ending Sept. 8 did not include the set- 
tlements for the Ist of this month, it will 
be seen that the increase in clearings during 
the last week as compared with the first 
week in July is actually much larger than 
appears on the surface. Itis also a hopeful 
sign that the increase of 30 per cent over the 
preceding week is not sudden and spasmodic, 
but in the line of a steady growth ever since 
the lowest point of depression was reached. 
The reports of the commercial agencies, 
based upon special examinations, indicate 
the same tendency toward business improve- 
ment throughout the country, though differ- 
ing in degree in different sections. It has 
been ascertained that the merchants gener- 
ally are abandoning the policy to which they 
have adhered pretty strictly during the last 
year of confining their orders to stocks re- 
quited for immediate demand, and that they 
are developing a willingness to lay in larger 
stocks for future consumption. This change 
denotes a return of confidence, and its in- 
fluence upon the volume of trade will be the 
more telling because stocks have been per- 
mitted to dwindle down to the lowest point 
compatible with the supply of active current 


demand. The readiness of the local mer- 


chants to extend their orders is due to the 
assurance which abounds among the farm- 
ers that their crops will be abundant, 
and that they can sell their products 
ata fair price. During the last eighteon 
months they have been retrenching at every 
point on account of the partial failure of the 
crops of 1881, and consequently they have 
more wants to supply than they would have 
had if their prosperity and confidence had 
been uninterrupted, A liberal return for 
their crops this year will impel them to make 


liberal purchases in clothes, utensils, far 


ing implements, and ali articles which go to 
make up the comforts and progress of their 
lives. It the present prospect shall be real- 
ized it will not be merely in dry goods and 
groceries that an increased demand will be 
feit, but in all lines of fancy goods and the 
incidents of an improved condition. The 
abundance of the country is a forerunner of 
prosperity in the cities. 

The one element of uncertainty now is the 
growing corn of the Northwestern States, 
which needs a few days more of good 
weather to mature. The apprehension of 
frost may bea disturbing element in trade 
for a week or ten days, but if this danger be 
avoided the subsequent certainty that an 


abundant corn crop will fill up more than 
the average measure of food supply for man 


and beast, and the assurance of a prompt and 
lively movement of the crops, will lubricate 
all the rusty machinery of trade and set the 
busy worid of exchanges agoing at a spirited 


Tate. Perhaps the recent lessons the specu- 


lators in stocks and produce have had will 
save them sometime from a repetition of 
their common error of overreaching them- 
selves and overstraining the markets. 


JAY GOULD AS A WATER-PIRATE. 

Jay Gould, having wrecked pretty nearly 
everything he can lay his hands to on land, 
has now commenced wrecking operations on 
the water with his new tug Atalanta, and 
selected as the first victim the tugboat Edwin 
Hawley. Instead of taking the open chan- 
nel with his yacht, which is about as big as 
an ocean steamer, he chose the shallower 
rounds, where the smaller craft ply, and 
spread consternation among them as the 
huge hull went flying by. At last she

THE ANGLO-IRISH CONFLICT. 

The case of Mr. O’Shaughnessy at Limer- 
ick is an indication of the spirit in which the 
Insh regard the most generous Government 
England nas ever had, and the most liberal 
and just as far as Irish affairs are concerned. 
Mr. O'Shaughnessy has been an active 
Home-Ruler, a Parnellite, and a Land- 
Leaguer until abouta year ago, when he 
announced Ais intention to act with the 
Gladstone party and resigned his member- 


ship in the Land League. He has since 


voted on every division with the Govern- 
ment, and has made speeches in defense 
of the Government’s Irish policy. He has 
been rewarded for his loyalty by an office in 
connection with Dublin Castle, to which a 
good salary is attached. It might be thought 
that his countrymen would be pleased at 
his appointment. The complaint of the 
extreme Irish members of Parliament is that 
Irish offices are filled by Englishmen, or at 
least by Anglo-Irishmen. Mr. O’Shaughnessy 
is neither one nor the other. He is thor- 
oughly Irish, by birth, blood, name, and 
education. He is a Roman Catholic and an- 
nounces himself still as a Home-Ruler, 
yet because he has accepted office he is de- 
nounced and execrated by his countrymen. 
He is characterized as a traitor and a recre- 
ant—as a political Judas who has sold his 
independence and his constituency for a 
yearly stipend, Meetings are held in the dis- 
trict which he represented to protest against 
his course: to condemn his “ perfidy” and 
the action of the Government in trying to 
break up the patriotic Irish representative 
party by bribery. At this meeting the Mayor 
presided and the principal inhabitants were 
present. 

The explanation of all this is, that the Lrish 
people regard the English as their enemies. 
They look on the English Ministers as the 
leaders of a hostile army who have to be 
treated with only when their position is im- 
periled. Every acceptance of a personal 
favor from these hostile leaders by one of 
the Irish force is regarded as an act of 


treason and perfidy. It is an evidence to 


them that England is pursuing her old policy 
of divide et impera. The Irish regard every 
concession made to them by the British Par- 
Hament-as one wrung from that assembly 


by the strategy and persistence of their own 


leaders. ‘They are far froin feeling gratitude 
for it; they regard it as a meagre advantage, 


the result of hard fighting and good general- 


ship. They feel that had Mr. Parnell’s force 
not been thinned by such desertions as 
O’Shaughnessy it would have been enabled 
to win more substantial Victories, and they 
feel called upon to give warning that they 
will not tolerate such treachery in the future. 


They even abdicate their right to select their 


own candidate, and call on their leader to 
select one. | 

This is really the most significant part of 
the proceeding, as it shows that the Irish 


realize the absolute necessity of union, and 


that all the efforts to shake their trust in 
their leader have been without success. On 
the contrary, the attacks on Parnell, whether 
they have originated in the Vatican or in the 
editorial sanctums of the English journals, 
have had the effect of increasing the loyality 
of his people to his leadership. 

The English Liberal journals express great 
surprise at this temper on the part of the 
Irish. They are astonished and indignant at 


what they choose to call their ingratitude.” 


The English members of Parliament are also 
astonished. They feel,as Mr. Buxton and the 
other Englishmen interviewed in Chicago 
last Sunday do, that the Irish are a thor- 
oughly “ungrateful” people, that they are 
not satisfied, and will not be satisfied at any 
concessions made to them. The Spectator 
compares them to children who cry because 
they cannot get the moon. The Irish retort 
that this is absurd, They bitterly resent the 
contemptuous manner in which they are 
spoken of. They deny that they ask for im- 
possible things. They ask for full justice; 
they get only an installment, and they are 
expected to be *‘ grateful.” The installment 
is granted insuch a way that the Irish are 
far from regarding it as afavor. They feel 
that it is a concession wrung from an enemy. 
Mr. Parnell expresses their belief when he 
says they expect nothing from the justice of 
the English, but they may obtain something 
through their fears. Mr. Healy trepre- 


sented their views in another direction 


when he said recently in the House of Com- 


“mons tothe Government: Nine-tenths of 


the people hate you, and the other one-tenth 
despise you, for they know that you are only 
an engine for the extraction of taxes. Hope 
not to influence our minds. Make your 
speeches, make your statements, produce 
your police documents, talk to the English 
public, for the Irish public neither believe 
you nor respect you.” . 

All this, of course, is very.digcouraging to 
statesmen like Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Cham- 
berlain, who wish todo justice to Ireland. 
But they, no doubt, thorouguly understand 
that a quarrel of centuries cannot be healed 


to a people who treated them with contempt, 
who have been slow to see the necessity of 


doing even partial justice, and who have to 
be educated up to point by a fi tur- 
bulent agitation, toe often attended 

and violence. 


Mr. Gladstone and Mr. Chamberlain are 
far from believing that full and complete 
justice has been done Ireland. Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, a former Chief Secretary of 
Ireland, said in the Commons two weéks ago 
that there was no doubt that Mr. Parnell and 
his party represented nine-tenths of the 
Irish people. It -is useless to expect that 
these people will be satisfied urftil everything 
that Mr. Parnell demands for them shal! be 
granted. It is childish and absurd to speak 
of Irish “gratitude” to England for meagre 
concessions. It is equally absurd to say, as 
the Spectator does, that England without 
granting complete justice “can tire out the 
disloyalty of the Irish people.” The Irish 
have learned the method of harassing Eu- 
gland within the law. At no time during 
the last eighty years has Ireland been so 
peaceable, so free from turbulent agitation,

no time have the people in every part ot the 
island, in Protestant Ulster as well as in 
Catholic Celtic Connaught, given evidence 
of a deeper determination to keep up the 
fight on England until full and complete 
justice is conceded.

The Paris Figaro announces that the dif- 
ferences between France and China have 
been amicably arranged on the following 
terms:

It is to de hoped that this news is true. 


Peace is necessary to France. Her develop- 


ment and her politica! circumstances require 
it. She would have tittle to gain and a great 
deal to lose by a war with China. The con- 
test would be long and expensive. Ohina 
has an immense army. It is officered very 
largely by Germans, who have seen service 
in thé’ war between Germany and France. 
The Chinese soldiers are provided with arms 
of precision, and several regiments with 
breech-loaders. Great attention has been 
paid to discipline recently. The German 


| journals approve the statements of the Chi- 


nese papers on this point. The Celestials 
are also provided with heavy artillery, 
breech-loading cannon, and all the modern 
impiements of warfare, Their fleet is large 
and fairly equipped. Even if the Chinese 
army were defeated at first, it could be 


easily recruited from the enormous popu- 


lation. The population of China is at 
least twelve times that of France. One 
Chinese province contains as many people 
as there are Frenchmen in Europe. ‘The 
nature of the country is also against the 
French. Their experiences at Hanoi shows 


this. For France to make war on China, 


therefore, would not only be expensive but 
exceedingly nazardous, even if the conflict 
was left between the two nations. * 
But it is not probable that it would be so 
permitted to run its course. A Chinese war 
would greatly crippie England's trade. It 
would materially diminish her Iudian opium 
revenue, hurt her shipping, and lead to a 
elosm up of her Lancashire cotton facto- 
ries, throwing hundreds of thousands of men 
out ot employment. The relations between 
France and England are in an exceedingly 
ticklish way at the present time. Indeed, 
they might be serious but for the pacific in- 
genuity of France’s English Liberal friends, 
including Mr. Gladstone. This was shown 
in the discussion about the Tamatave affair. 
But itis doubtful if any Ministry, however 
pacific, could keep England from interfering 
with France if England's mercantile and 
manufacturing interests were seriously crip- 
pled, or if there was a prospect of setting up 
an Eastern French Empire as a rival of Brit- 
ish India. Again, Germany would hardly 


keep quiet. About the time that France was 


gecting exhausted with China Bismarck 


_might stepin. France’s success would not 


be conducive of peace with Germany, and 
Bismarck would. not be unwilling to inter- 
fere to prevent success. These considera- 
tions no doubt had thelr weight with the 
French Foreign Minister in Inducing him to 
make an amicable arrangement. 

On the other hand, China is hardly in such 
financial or d ynas tic position that the chances 
of warought to be umhesiteting! 
taken. It was intimated by Eug 
China would inevitably be beaten, and 
Russia, whose sympathies with France are 
well known, might take occasion to attack 
the Empire in the rear while the French were 
bombarding the seaboard towns. This inti- 
mation may have led to the moderate course 
which has happily terminated in an amica- 
ble arrangement. 

The American people, who have the sin- 
cerest sympathy with France, will be grati- 


that 


fied to learn that a dangerous war 


has been averted. France needs peace 
to develop her internal resources, to 
perfect her constitutional system, to repair 
the ravages of war, and to reduce her enor- 
mous debt. The Republic would be held re- 
sponsible for any defeat at this time. Disas- 
ter in the Chinese seas would hardly fail to 
pe followed by an attempt to saddle the 
country again with the Bourbons and Bona- 
partists. The Republic can take no risks. 


Her duty is to her own people. The French 


have not been successful as cojonists. A 
strip of territory in China would be of no 
possible use to her. It would be an expense, 
The French peasantry, who are the best sup- 
porters and the best citizens of the Republic, 
have all along opposed war. France’s inter- 
ests are best subserved by peace.

GHICAGO STREET PAVEMENTS. 


There is a fair prospect that in the near. 


future Chicago will be the best-paved city 
in the country, which will compensate large- 
ly for the dreary fact that in the past it has 
been the worst-paved city in the world. The 
change that is slowly but surely coming 
over the condition of our streets is -already 


sufficiently marked to attract attention from 


the newspapers of other cities. The distinct- 
iveadvantage which the street pavements of 
Chicago will have will be their variety. This 
city started out as the special patron of the 
Nicholson wooden pavement. ‘The smooth- 
ness, softness, absence of noise, and other 
admirable qualities of the wooden-block 
pavement when first laid led to its universal 
adoption without discrimination as to the 
character of the thoroughfare or the use to 
which it was subjected. When it came to 
be accepted that every pavement construct- 
ed for Chicago was to be of wooden 
blocks the quality of the pavement de- 


generated. Wet and unseasoned pine blocks 


became the staple of construction, and these 


were thrown into the ground without proper 


foundation or any of. the accessories which 
contributed to the durability of the original 
pavements. Bad material, imperfect con- 
struction, and uniform neglect brought this 
kind of pavement first into contempt and 
then into disuse. At one time there was an 
impulse to discard the wooden blocks alto- 
gether, but more mature consideration and 
turther experiment have taught the people 
that the round cedar blocks properly laid are 
well suited to streets which are not inces- 
santly traveled by heavy teaming, and this 
kind of wooden-biock pavement will form a 
desirable part of the paved district of the 
future. 
Chicago’s experience with street pave- 
ments in the past has been costly and trying, 
but it has not been without its advantages. 
The universal use of wooden-block pave- 
ments which obtained for many years taught 
not only that wooden blocks are not adapted 


to all classes of but also that the city 
should not be toany one kind of 
pavement without rd to the occupancy 


and travel. During years the wooden 
blocks, which proved to be temporary, 


served as as while the loose 
earth, upon whieh were laid after the 
raising of the grade, given time to settle 


into a firm and compact mass. Hence the 
pavements which are being put down now 
and those which shall be laid in the future 
will have something solid to rest upon. An-

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the experiments ot the past 18, that the dura- 
bility of every pavement, whatever material 
may be used, can only be assufed by first 
laying upon the earth a solid and well-rolled 
foundation of broken stone. It may be ex- 
pected that this plan will be strictly followed 
in the fu ; 
Hencefo the principal business thor- 
oughfares will have a granit pavement, laid 
in blocks. The quarries of the neighboring 
State of Wisconsin will yield an abundant 
supply of this material at a comparatively 
low price, Further experience may show 
that ft is not wise to fill up the interstices 
with tar and cement, as the contractors are 
now doing, and it may become necessary to 
turn the stone blocks, or roughen the edges 
by some process not known now, in order to 
avert the dangers of slipping; but the aranit 
will certainly endure to an extent that will 
much more than repay the extra cost of lay- 
ing it. Outside tne central thoroughfares 
the pavements will be varied in character. 
There will be asphalt blocks, macadam, 
cedar blocks, gravel, and other varieties, and, 
if selected to suit the uses of the different 
streets, they will be vastly superior to any of 


‘the uniform systems of granit or bowlder 


pavements adopted by other cities for ali 
thoroughfares. 

But Chicago has still an important lesson 
to learn—viz.: Whatever material may de 
employed and whatever process may be used 
for constfucting pavements, the durability 
thereof will depend largely upon proper and 
persistent care. The practice in this city 
has always been to abandon a street pave- 
ment from the moment the eontractor turns 
it over to the authorities as completed. Then 
it has been left to rot under accumulated 
filth and go to pieces wherever a block be- 


comes displaced. No pavement ever invent- 


ed nor any which it is possible to conceive 
will last under neglect of this reckless 
nature. Now that Chicago is in a fair way 
to secure thorough paving, the Com- 
mon Cotincil should recognize the im- 
portance of providing an adequate system 
for cleaning and repairing the streets. The 
Department of Public Works should be sup- 
plied with the necessary means to establish 
a permanent system ot inspection and prompt 
repair. It is only by this means that the ad- 
mirable. Belgian and Canadian roads and the 
streets of London and Paris are maintained 
in good order. The replacing of defective 
blocks and readjustment of loosened blocks 
without delay will assure the durability of 
any pavement fully twice as long as if it be 
neglected. Judicious cleaning is also as 
necessary as a thorough system of repairs. 
It is palpable folly, for instance, to sprinkle 


the asphalt block pavements once or twice a 


day, thereby making them muddy and slip- 
pery, but never to sweep them. It 
is equally foolish to sweep them occa- 
sionally and leave the dirt piled up at 
the sides, only to be distributed over the 
street again by the first wind that blows. All 
this muat be reformed if Chicago is to have 
clean streets and good pavements. They 
must be cared for in a proper way as much 
as a kitchen floor or a parlor carpet, and tne 
time to inaugurate a thorough systein of re- 
pair and cleaning is now, when so many 
miles of new pavements are being con- 
structed. If in addition to this care there 
could be a guarantee that the Common 
Council would not sell out privileges to tear 
up the street pavements to every applicant 
who comes forward with the usual Alder- 
manic. fee, Chicago might reasonably hope 
to surpass other cities with its street pave- 
ments, as it does in most everything else per- 
taining to metropolitan excellences, ~ 
TENEMENT-HOUSE SCHEME. 
no more important subject that 


can o¢eupy the attention of the capitalists of 
that | Chicago than the scheme which has been set 


forth by the committee of the Citizens’ As- 


| sociation for improving the condition of the 


working classes by the erection of model 
tenement-houses: first, because it will be an 
act of philanthrophy that will eutail more 
harmonious relations between labor and cap- 


ftal, and, second, because as a paying in- 


vestment it commends itself to the capitalist 
from a business point of view. It is a gift to 
labor which requires no sacrifice upon the 
part of the donor. It is bread cast upon the 
waters which will return before many days, 
and at more than the customary rate of in- 
terest. It is a combination of generosity and 


| profit which may be regarded as the safest 


form of Communism yet presented to the 
public. | 

It may be laid down as a general principle 
that rent is the great devourer of the poor 
man, and that whatever tends to reduce 
rents or to give. him cleaner, healthier, and 
more comfortable surroundings for the same 
rent he is paying for filthy, unhealthy, and 
uncomfortable tenements and damp base- 
ments will make him more contented, im- 
prove his condition, and save money for him. 
As matters now stand, the great mass of un- 
skilled laborers cannot afford to live except 
in crowded tenement-houses owing to the 
rapacity of landlords and their utter refusal 
to conform to reasonable requirements. The 
Italian, Bohemian, Polish, Irish, and Scandi- 
navian laborers of this class who do not earn 
over $300 a year are crowded into these filthy 
caravansaries, not only in tenements 
that are unhealthy, but also in damp, 
dark, filthy basements where the mortality is 
fearful. In Chicago there are 8,000 or 4,000 
more deatfis than births every year. In New 
York the excess is 12,000, whereas in London, 
where much attention has been paid to 
model tenement-houses and other projects 
for enhancing the comfort.of workingmen, 
there are three births to two deatfis.- The 
cause of this deplorable mortality may be 
found in defective sewerage; in the absence 
of ventilation and light, in the dampness and 
filth of apartments, and in the unwholesome- 
ness of food. 

The remedy for this is to be found in the 
plan for model tenement-houses which has 
been suggested by the association, and which 
has already been explained in these columns. 
These structures should be built of brick, 
plainly, neatly, cheaply, and strongly, with 
perfect sewerage, plenty of light, good ven- 
tilation, with ample provision for taking care 
ef refuse and garbage, so that there shall be 


no unwholesome accumulations on the prem- 


ises, and then the tenants should be obliged 
to keep their apartments clean. This is all 
that is necessary in a general way. The de- 


tails may be left to the architects and 


owners. There is plenty of law that may 
be had cheaply for the purpose, and in such 
wards as the Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Thir- 
teenth, Fourteenth, and Fifteenth there 
should be plenty of them erected. It is not 
necessary to wake them expensive, like the 
one in New York, which accommodates 1,000 
tenants. One hundred tenants would be 
sufficient for a single tenement. These tene- 
ments can be made to pay the owner 6 or 7 
per cent, which is a handsome rate of inter- 
est in these times of cheap money. The most- 
elegant business property barely pays 8 per 
cent. It would be a better investment for 


capital than mortgages at 6 or 7 per cent, or 


Governmént bonds at 31g per cent, and it 
would return a degree of moral satisfaction 
not to be found in any other form of invest 
ment.

It would make their families 
happier. It would save them a great 
deal of waste at the saloons, for there 
is nothing more likely to drive workingmen 
into drink than filthy gnd uncomfortable 
lodgings, a discontented family, a greedy,.

THE GOLDEN SPIKE. 
THE ARRIVAL OF THE GUESTS. 

A, Sept. golden 
spike was driven this atternoon between 
Garrison and Gold Creek. It is eight miles 
from Helena to the point where the steep 
grade of Rocky Mountains begins, and 
tweive from there to the mouth of Muller 
‘Tunnel. As the tunnel is not completed 
Muller Pass is crossed by running in 
curves a distance of about four miles. Tne 
grade is the same as the Bozeman. The 
sections were safely lifted over the hight, 
and the descent made to this point where 
the ceremony of driving the last spike 
bas just been concluded. The con- 
trast between the rugged hights of the east 
side and the long meadow-like slopes of the 
west side is very striking. The distance 
from that point tojHelena is fifty-five miles. 
In making the descent of the Mulien 
Pass, the car of the British 
Ministers became disabled and the occupants 
had to transferred to anothercar. No- 
Dody was hurt or inconvenienced. The train 
arrived at the point of junction a little be- 
Mind time but in good shape. 

From Portiand there came somewhat ear- 
lier a Splendid train bearing the prominent 
citizens of that section to participate in the 
ceremonies. There were hearty greetings 
between the American guests of the East 
and West, and the occasion was regarded as 
a remarkable one, and as presaging a pros- 
perous future. 

A SURPRISE. 


All were surprised at what they beheld. 
Instead of the wiiderness of the Rocky 
Mountains they saw a magnificent pavilion 
capable of seating more than a thousand peo- 
ple, dyer which floated the National colors of 
the American, German, and British nations. 
In ffont reaching to the roadbed was an 
extensive .promenade skirted by a 
platform with comfortable seats. ‘To the 
right was a band stand and on it were seated 
the Fifth United States Infantry band who

222 mites. The 217 miles from the 
issouri to the Yeliowstone were completed in 
June, 1881; the 225 miiea from the Columbia to 
Lake Pend d'Oreille to November, 1881. The 
completion of the 340 miles of the road in the 
Yeliowstove Valley seventeen months. 
The 104 mites up the gorges of Clark’s Fork to 
Missoula, nineteen months;4from the head of 
the Yellowstone Valiey to Helena, and thence to 
this junction, nine months. Thus, the frst 442 
miles of the total mileage to be completed—that 
is, the Missiouri and Pend d'Qreilie Divisions— 
were finisved in two years and eight mouths, 
while the other 780 miles were completed io less 
than two years.’ In this time the great struct- 
ure of che Bismarck bridge was also erected. 
The continuation of the main line down the Co- 
lumbia for a length of 210 more miles by another 
company to Portiand, and a thousand additional 
miles lines of brauch and allied companies,

The Situation in Pensacola Growing 
‘ Worse—New Cases and Deaths, 

WasuHinetTon, D. C., Sept. 8&—The follow- 
ing telegram from Postmaster Humphreys, 
at Pensacola, was received at the Post-Office 
Department: A malignant type of disease 
exists in the navy-yard, and is growing 
worse. The Board of Health now decides 
that mail from that point must be taken out 
of the sacks to be fumigated. Lam unwilling 
to assume the responsibility without instruc- 
tions from the department.“ 

‘The following answer was returned: The 
department holds that the regulations of 
Boards ot Health legally established shall be 
complied with by all persons in any ‘manner 


connected with the department, unless such 


regulations violate the United States postal 
laws or regulations. It is the desire of the 
department to aid, rather than hinder, 
Boards of Health in prosecuting their work.’ 
New ORLEANS, La., Sept. 8.— [Special. 
A telegram received from Pensacola at 10 
o’clock tonight reports one death and five 
new cases of yellow-fever at the Pensacola 
naval reservation in the last twenty-four 
hours. The death was that of Sidney Joh n- 
son, and the sick are all members of the 
families of Government employés at the 
navy-yard. The care of all thesick on the 
Governmentreservation, which includes the 
naval hospital and the Villages of Warring- 
ton and Woolsy, and embraces some fifty or 
more patients, devolves on two med of- 
ticers of the navy, Surgeons Guiteras, who is 
a native of Havan and Martin 
who is a native of New Orleaus.

Letter to New York Tribune. ]—After 
reaching apparently the verge of war rela- 


tions with China, France is undoubtedly 
improving the warnings and information 
given by the English press. The increasing 


anxiety of the French people has compelled 


the Challemel-Lacour section to pause in its 


adventurous career. Thefact that Hué was 
bombarded without orders, and the conse- 
quent treaty made without instructions, 
facilitated amicable approaches when Mar- 
quis Tseng visited Paris. Neither the Chinese 
nor the French desire war, but China shows 


the greater willingness in preparation. Her 


fleet of sixty vessels is already in Tonquin 
waters, and 20,000 of her well-armed troops. 


are on the Tonquin border. . The knowledge 


that the hatea foreigner will suffer more 


than themselves makes them determined to 
exclude France from Tonquin and keep the 
foreigner away from the disaffected 
provinces of Yun Nan. It seems probable 
that an agreement will be concluded, France 
retaining control in Annam. 

One result of this affair is that the Chinese 


are incensed against foreigners, and the En- 


glish residents are demanding the presence 


of the British fleet. The large concentration 
of Russian troops on the Chinese frontier 
may sober Chinese exultation and counteract 


the influence of the war party. If a cam- 
paign is forced against France Russia may 


repeat history and score another advantage 
from Chinese complications. 


FOREIGNERS LOSING THEIR PRESTIGE. 
A Hong Kong special says: The absence 


of the British fleet at the present time from 
China waters excites the deepest indignation 
among the British residents there and all 
other Chinese ports, as the relations between 


China have altogether changed since the 
opening of the French policy of aggression 
in Tonquin. Recent reports of revePses to 
the French arms have materially

The King is accompanied by 
the Marquis de la Vega, and communi- 
cations have been opened with Bismarck 
asking Germany, in return for a Spanish al- 
liance, to use her influence to prevent France 
harboring Spanish revolutionists. So far as 
Spain herself is concerned there can be no 
doubt that the courageous conduct of King 
Alfonso has generally strengthened hold 
of the present régime. Both Liberals and 
Conservatives have vied with each other in 
expressions of devotion to the throne.

THE INDIAN COMMITTEE. 


The So-Called Edmunds Agreement Ex- 
plained by Ite Authors. 

Omauna, Neb., Sept. 8.—[Special.—Ex-Gov. 
Newton Edmunds and Judge Peter C. Shan- 
non, members of the commission which ne- 
gotiated the so-called Edmunds agreement 
with the Sioux Indians, met today at the 
Paxton House the select committee of the 
Senate who have just returned from their in- 
vestigations on the Sioux reservation. Gov. 
Edmunds and Judge Shannon addressed the 
committee at length in support of the agree- 
ment, and denied in toto all the allegations of 
misrepresentation made against them by the 
Indians. They say that all the terms of the 
agreement were fully explained, and that no 
Indian was permitted to sign until he fully 
understood the effect of his action. 


D. Hinman, interpreter for the 
committee, also spoke ove behalf,

A Missouri Fugitive from Justice Ar- 


rested Alter the Officers for 


Two Years. 

Prrrsspure, Pa, Went. 8.— [Special.] — 
Deputy United States Marshal Albion P. 
Pease, of the Western District of Missouri, 
with headquarters at Kansas City, came be- 
fore United States Commissioner McCandless 
this morning and received a warrant of arrest 
for lsaac 8. Starbert, a fucitive from justice. 
Two years ago, while his wife was Post- 
mistress at Henry Post-Office, Arnell Junc- 
tion, Clay County, Mo., Starbert was arrested, 
and in August, 1880, pleaded guilty to rob- 
bing the mails. Pending sentence he was 
placed in jail, but played the consumption 
dodge. He was removed by order of 
court to the Sisters’ Hospital in Kansas 
City, from which he easily eseaped 
in November, 1881. Last March the case 
was placed in the hands of Marshal Pease 
after all etforts to capture the fugitive had 
failed. After thinking over the matter Mr. 
Pease remembered that he had known a 
family of Starberts in Maine and had gone 
to school with two brothers of the refugee 
in Massachusetts. Thinking it more than 
likely that Starbert would turn up at Low- 
eli, he went there and shadowed — famil

COMMERCIAL, 


The leading produce markets were active 
Saturday and very much unsettlea. Corn was 
excited by fears of frost, and all else depended 
largely upon that, except perhaps oats, which 
were independently firm. The receipts of grain 
were smaller in volume, though those of wheat 
were somewhat above the recent average. The 
trading all round was chiefly speculative, the 
shipping movement being unusually dull. Ap- 
parently buyers of cash produce were disposed 
to wait and see which way the speculative ex- 
citement would end up, having some doubts 
about the permanence of the strength exhibited 
early in the day. 

Provisions were rather quiet, and very irreg- 
ular.. They opened strong in sympathy with 
corn, while Liverpool reported an advance of 
Id in lard. There was a good deal of pork buy- 
ing at 10@12%c advance, and a round lot of 
sbort ribs was bought at $6.42% for October, be- 
ing an advance of loc, but it was afterwards 
sold out at $6.35.
